What would be the effect of a 
sudden heavy meal on a person who 
had fasted for weeks? At lenst a 
violent disturbance of the digestive 
system and intense prins—If not 
something worse. . 
Think again of the effect on a 
teetotaller of a sudden excessive 
quantity of alcohol, 

This is precisely what can hap- 
pen if, having been indoors all 
week during’ the hours when the 
sun shines most strongly, people 
plunge at week-ends to the extreme 
of Jying for houra with an almost 
naked body exposed to the burning 
heat of n mid-summer sun. 

Serious Injury May Result 

At one riverside resort Inst Sun- 
day [ saw eleven people collapse 
in the afternoon through the effects 
of lying on the banks or in various 
craft half-naked, g 

And later in the evening grimaces 
were plentiful when those whose 
bodies had turned .the colour ° of 
couked fobsters came to resume 
their normal garments. 7 

These extremists cannot be too 
strongly warned against the dan- 
gers of sudden “doses” of the sun’s 
rays. : 

To a person woll and gradually 
inured to their heat, they are the 
most beneficial gift of Nature. 

To the City clerk who, at first 
sign of real summer weather too 
greedily rushes to absorb them, they 
can and will certainly do serious 
injury. 

The process of colouration which 
we commonly call sunburn must be 
a very gradual one, and if, as in the 
case of indoor workera with skins 
that are white or sensitive, it is 
sharp and sudden, it is as if one 
put meat or fish on a dry pan over 
an excessive heat. .

That ts the worst thing they could do. It is natural, but it is 


At week-ends, or on holidays, 
indoor workers should rid them- 
selves of the stupid idea of getting 
tanned as quickly as possible. It 
will not enhance their appearance, 
and it will certainly not benefit 
thelr health. ; 

Take it gradually, Half-an-hour 
at a time to begin with is quite 
suflicient exposure of the body to 
the sun for those who spend months 
with practically no exposure to its 
direct rays. 

Uscless Hats of. England. 


It is not, ag many scem to think, 
on top of the head that sun-stroke 
is caught. 

In the East, the spine pad is more 
important even than the topee, One 
secs in England people wearing 
hats that merely cover’the crown 
of tho head, They are practically 
useless. a 

Increase your doses of sun-bath- 
very gradually each (day, and re- 
member that, so long os you wear 
loose clothing and little of it, you 
are getting plenty of benefit from 
the sun by moving about instead 
of lying on shore or on grass. 

Attacks The Nervous System. 

Another fallacy indulged in by 
unthinking sun-bathers is that. on 
avery dry day tho rays are at their 
strongest. .. 0. ; 

Actually, a still atmosphere in- 
creases the Hability to sunstroke. 
This is because the moist particles 
in the air are conveyors of those 
rays which can do the greatest 
damage. 

Remember that if you once catch 
sunstroke you will ever after be 
badly able to bear heat. 

The .entire nervous syste is 
affected; severe headaches akin to 
neuralgia will come on at tho 


slightest provocation; aven epilepsy 
may ensue, and there Is an abnor- 
mal susceptibility to stimulants. 

In this connection let: me recall 
the dictum of the’ “wise men of 
the Enst’—No Alcohol tilt Sun- 
down. 

Spirits in particular muat he 
shunned like the plague if you go 
sun-bathing. 

Don’t believe those who tell you 
that you ought not to drink much 
water on-very hot days. You need 
it—or better stil, cold tea—to re- 
aleaieh tho molsture sweated out 
of Mao system. 

It is again posslble to ruin tho 
eyesight through ill-advised expo- 
sure to the sun. Nature has given 
us protection in the shapo of eye- 
lashes and brows, but these are 
effective only for the glare from 
above. 

No provision has been made for 
the reflected I[ght from water such 
as one experiences at the renslde 
or on a river, and the glare from 
below must be taken Into account 
when sun-bathing if you ‘would 
keep your eyesight normal. 

Ammonia First-Ald. 

A shnde over. the cyes is better 
than nothing, but it is not to be 
compared ‘with the wearing of 
large dark glasses, which protect 
the eyes from below and also from 
the side. 

Unless your eyes are weak, these 
need only be of darkened glass. No 
special lens js necessary. 

Be wary of your eyea.. 

And if you are one of those who, 
by sudden an indiscriminate ex- 
posure of your unaccustomed body 
to,the sun's heat, get sunatroke, 
the only immediate treatment Is to 
yet quickly into the.. shade and 
tnke a draught of sal volatile. 

If this is not available, sniff 
deeply at ordinary houschold am- 
monin. In extreme cases apply ice 
to the head and wrists to reduce the

temperature, which may in scrlous 
sunstroke go us high as 108 de- 
grees, 


If shivering supervenes restore 


[the balance of temperature by keep- 


ing the extremitles warm. An effec- 
tive treatment for extreme cases is 
to apply mustard or turpentine to 
the nape of the neck and the chest. 

This is not 2 diatribe ogalnst 
sun-bathing. We get little enough 
of the sun nowadays in England to 
miss its benefits ‘when it shines. 

But be warned against the stup!d 
practice which 1 have seen these 
lnst days of people rushing from 
offices and warehouses into an 
orgy of exposing their naked bodies 
to the heat with the fatuous idea 
of getting tanned. 

If you would profit by sun-bath- 
ing benr in mind St. Paul's 
exhortation of molieration in all

Settling The World’s Problems. 


HE revelations of existence of secret agreements -and under- 
standings among the European nations on the matter of war 
debts surprised and dismayed a world which hod been restored to 1 
little confidence in diplomacy following the fairly successful ter- 
guination of the Lausanne Conference. The achievement at Lau. 


A) they revealed the lack of 


; legal position, 


Bj tic and high-sounding speeches, 


sanne was not of great value but a foundation was laid for future 
necomplishment and while few accepted the full’ text of the noble 
and eloquent speeches made by the delegates, most were satisfied 
that some progress at Ieast had been made. Reparations had been 
disposed of,.even though a price was exacted for the settlement, and 
the way seemed clear for 2 settlement with the United States on 
war debts. Then during the debate in the House of Commons. Sit 
John Simon, Foreign Scerctary, informed Members, whose ques- 


4) tions were led by Mr. Winston Churchill and Mr, Lloyd George, of 


the “Gentlemen’s Agreement,” following with an announcement the 
next day that a further pact had been arranged. The Foreign 
Seeretary was obviously embarassed and it is unfortunate that his 
interpretation differed from the French view of the agreement. 
The announcement that a concerted front was to be taken on war 
debts created an unfortunate impression in America and. the affair 
‘could not have been more inappropriate in view of the election cam- 
paign now proceeding in America. Just why any secrecy was ob- 
served has not been explained and the effect after the professed can- 
dour at Lausanne is an unfortunate one. The actual terms of the 
agreement are reasonable, and evidently they were withheld because 
yeal accomplishment:at Lausanne. Tho 
“Gentlemen’s Agreement” provides that initialling ereditor: powers 
Will not ratify the Lausanne Agreement until they have reached a 
satiafactory settlement with their own creditord. In the event of a 
settlement not being obtained, and a new situation created, the Gov- 
ernments concerned will have to confer on further steps and the 
and révert to the situation which existed before the 
Hoover Moratorium. In plain words, the whole Lausanne work may 
be undone.in the event of America refusing to agree, to cancellation 
or modification. All this shows the futility of Lausanne, where an 
attempt was made to dissociate the reparations issue from war 
debts.

The Nanking Government is 
hurrying troops to the rescuc of 
Kwanutung. Part of ,Gen. Chen 
Chien’s division has arrived near 
Namhung and is now co-operating 
with the Cantonese. 

Marshal Li Tsung-ying has des- 
patched one division of his Kwangsi 
troops to Siukwan, while a second 
division will leave Wuchow as soon 
ng transportation has been arrang-” 
ed. 

The number of Cantonese troops 

on the present struggle, according 
to military circles, is about 30 
brigades, ench containing 1,600 men, 
totalling 45,000 men, On tho other 
hand, the Reds are reported to 
excecd 100,000, of which number 
only 60,000 are equipped with rifles | 
and ammunition, It is ao .mystery 
how they have been able to secure 
tho arms, Some reports have it 
that they have been -supplicd from 
Russia. At. present, they have 
four aeroplanes, which are not 
mounted with machine guns, but 
they ara doing valuable work as 
scouting’ machines. Two days ago, 
one machine was shot down and tho 
pilot killed.

The recent denouncement by a 
solicitor of the methods of the 
mobile police and their undue con- 
centration on trivial motoring 
offences has expressed what many 
people to-day are thinking in this 
country, Houscholders are asking 
themselves whether the mobile 
police are being employed in their 
ren! province, a8 preventers of 
xerious offences such a5 smash and 
wrnb raids, house-breaking or 
burglarly, or whether they are al- 
lowed to waste their time ‘on the 
misdemennours of motorists which 
could be easily dealt with by the 
local police, writes Cecil Bishop, 
lute of New Scotland Yard. 

Burglary and cases of howse- 
breaking have’ lately increased 
alarmingly, and crooks who thought 
their lives would have been made 
n hell by. the mobile police have 
tnken fresh heart, Now that the 
novelty of the mobile police has 
worn off .the motoring crook is 
settling down to an intensive cam- 
paign. le is not at all perturbed 
by police, who are far moro intent 
on summoning a man for ovorstay- 
ing his ‘parking Hmit, or using 
smooth and, therefore, potentially 
dangerous tyres. Almost every 
day you hear of crooks who steal 
cars just for a single job and then 
abandon them, thus committing a 
double crime, It was for the ex- 
press purpose of rounding up this 
type of criminal that the mobile 


police were formed. 


Missed the Robber. 


Not Jong ago a friend of mine 
was “pinched” for dangerous driv: 
ing for, when travelling at a speed 
of 10 mph, he turned sharply to 
the righ without giving due warn- 
ing. ‘The next morning his neigh- 
bour arrived with the graphic ac- 
count of a burglary. His trinkets 
and silver and £60 in cash had dis- 
appeared. The police were inform- 
ed, and put through an inquiry to 
the mobile polfce of the district. 
They said they had certainly pass- 
ed close to the scene of tho robbery, 
for they had summoned a man for 


n motoring offence that very night. 
But they had not seen a trace of 
any crooks! Such instances aro 
happening every day and night, 
and each emphasises a lack of 
cohesion and strength in the 
mobile police system. 


Failures of System. 


The trouble is that the failures 
of tho ‘system aro so axpensive, 
The total cost of scores police cars, 
of the court cases and the fines is 
but one side of the picture. On the 


other is that of the robber housa-/. 


holders. Thero is also the oxponse 
of inquiries in following up clues 
long since cold. These in any caso 
should never have been necessary: 
You must also réfember the huge 
sums that Insurance companies pay 
out cach year. Police officers wero 
not given high-powered cars just 
to drive round locking for “wick- 
ed’ motorists but to chock the ac- 
tivities of and apprehend deaperate 
criminals. .

It Is 
useless to employ untrained and 
non-specialised constables except as 
nasistants, but if one of the “Big 
Five” and four lieutenant were to 
organiae a definite plan of battle 
the motor crook would very soon 
be a thing of the past. 

Such a acheme would save this 
country many thousands of pounds, 
and would be a boon to insurance 
cotspanies, Motoring ‘offences cost 
the country a substantial sum, but 
nothing like that enused by the 
thief, the amash and grab crook 
and the motorcar thief, Far better 
to leave the misdemeanours of 
motorists to the local police, who 
ore used to handling such cases, 
and concentrate on the crook. 
Cases have bean known of smash 
and grab crooks operating In one 
part of the town whilst mobile 
police officers have been watching 
motorists take o dangerous corner 
two miles away.

Care and Correction 
Important. 


MEANS TO COMFORT. 


Proper caro of the road springs 
on which the car rides is important 
both to comfort and to the safety 
of the car as a whole. Harsh rid- 
ing and broken leaves are alike the 
reault of neglect, and a sudden 
fracture can be the cause of a 
serious accident. If no attention 
be pald to the eondition of the 
springs the surfaces of the leaves 
become rusty, 60 that they are un- 
able to slide freely one upon an- 
other when the spring deflects. This 
sliding motion is essential to the 
free action of the spring, and if 
impeded the stresses in the leaves 
are increased, eo making fracture 
more likely to occur. 

In many cases galters are om- 
ployed to enclose the spring leaves, 
and these provide an efficient pro- 
tection against the ingress of mois- 
ture. On the other hand, it must 
not be assumed that because the 
leaves are enclosed they will work 
indefinitely without attention, She 
lubricant with which they were 
supplied when the’ car was first 
assembled will eventually become 
dry and useless, 80 that unless 
grenso-gun nipples are fitted to tho 
gator it should bo removed. at inter- 
vals in order that the spring may 
be examined and lubricated. 

Cleaning and Lubrication

XIII; “KEEP THE EYE ON THE BILL.” 


THE MODERN SIGNIFICANCE OF A TRE-HONOURED PHRASE’ 


Golfers, I think, may claim, to 
have originated the expression 
“keep your eye on tho ball!” 

No doubt the classic phrase was 
first apoken in a rich Scottish 
accent. 

Nowadays it is applied to nearly 
all ball games, and with good rea- 
son, for it ia the soundest single 
plece of advice that can be offered 
to any-player, In golf it is never 
wrong. 

Keeping the eye on the ball in 
golf is not only a matter of secing 
the ball to hit it, but of keeping the 
head atill while the shot ‘is being 
made. 4 ‘i 

“But it is ‘typical of golf that the 
more difficult the. shot, the groater 
the difficulty of keeping the eye on 
the ball. 

“Head up” is more common in a 
bunker or in the rough than 
through the fairway. On tho 
green, where the golfer seems op- 
timiatically to fear that the ball will 
slip [nto the hole before he has a 
chance to watch it go, “head up” 
hos ruined o million putts. 

Keeping the eye on the ball keeps 
the head down. 

Common Faults. 

But it must'be sald at once that 
there is more to keeping the .cyo 
on the ball than morely focussing 
the gaze hard on it. It ia impos- 
sible, in fact, to keep the eye on the 
ball unless the swing comes near to 
being a good swing. 

‘Dropping the right shoulder— 
and, consequently, raising the left 
‘—will jerk the eye off the ball. . 

“Tightening-up” will distract the 
eye, too. 

Most golfing faults, Indocd, have 
the effect of moving the head and 

j the eye at the wrong moment,

But while failure to koop the eye 
on the ball is not unusually a foult 
in Itself—becauae there {s a deeper- 
sented renson for tho failurc—suc-- 
oms in keeping the eye on the ball 
cnn very ensily be o virtue in itself. 

The “natural” golfer is tho man. 
who can watch the ball better than. 
others. 

That is why he usually excels at 
any ball game ho ‘chooses to take up. 
Even though. his style is not alwaya 
flawless, he acquires golf more 
quickly than most people, and he- 
goes further. 

Can this 
acquired? 

I think it can, to some extent. 

Concentration. 

The great secret is concentration 
on the shot ‘in hand, The golfer, 
having made up his mind quite 
decidedly what he Intends to do, 
should dismiss all thought of where 
the ball may go. Ho should forget 
the green at which he Is alming, 
and all the traps and hazards on 
the way to it. He should think 
only of the “wee sma’ ba’"” at his 
feet, and of his Intention to hit It. 

That is more casily sald than 
done, I know—it may even need tho 
training of years—but it is a first 
fundamental of golf. 

You can acquire good 
watching the ball 
green. 

It is a great “help to have the eye 
looking down directly on tho ball.’ 
As you line up the putter against 
the back of the ball, the point of 
Impact should be in a dead vertical 
line below your eye, 

Then watch the ball aa the putter 
swings slowly through it. 

Putts are despatched more slowly 
than other shots, and the player can 
sec the ball quite distinctly up to 
the very moment that the clubhead 
gocs through. eae 

And, with the hole so temptingly 
near, there fs very sound training 
in refusing to watch It. . 

The ear should be to the hole, not 
the eye. 

Inconclustve Discussion. 

In ‘driving, keeping tho eye on 
the ball is a very sound aid to the 
corroct pivot. <At the finish of tho 
backward turn—-that is, at the top 
of the swing—the eye should be 
over the left shoulder as you watch 
the ball. If it is not, you have 
probably swayed back, instead of 
pivoting, —~ 

A: render usked me not long ago 
whether the golfer should attempt 
to watch the ball specifically with 
one eye, rather than with both, 

Tam not an optician, but I should 
say that would be ao very difficult 
thing to do. Not long ago there 
was o discussion in tho United 
States about ‘“‘Ieft-eyed golfers” 
versus “right-cyed golfers,” but {t 
was very inconclusive. - é f 

Mest of us see the ball better 
with one eye than the other, but [ 
do not think that any attempt 
should be made to acquire a habit 
of seeing the golf ball with o single 
eye. 

“Keep the eye on the ball!” fs an 
important phrase not so much be- 
cause it emphasises the need to sec 
the bali clearly, os because it ja a 
means to other desirable ends in the: 
swing. — (Sunday Herald Copy- 
right).
